2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reason for allowance of the claimed invention is the inclusion, among other things, of (1) 
the cascaded pair of low voltage transistors (Q5-Q6ofFig. i; Q5L-Q6UQ5H-Q6H of Fig. 3) being 
coupled to: the second current terminals of the input differential pair of low voltage 

transistors (collector/emitter terminals of Q1-Q2 of Fig. 1 and/or Q1L-Q2UQ1H-Q2H of Fig. 3), and the Cascaded 

bias node (node 113^13 of Figs. 1 & 3)\ and (2) the output pair of high voltage transistors (M3-M4of 
Fig. 1; M3L-M4UM3H-M3H of Fig. 3) being coupled to: the output bias node (115^1 5 of Figs, i&y, and 
the cascaded pair of low voltage transistors for providing differential output signals. 
None of the prior art discloses or suggests a differential amplifier or circuit that includes 
these features of the claimed invention, therefore, these claims are allowed.
